BOOKSELLERS’ CREDITS 
For the Publishers’ Circular. 


T am glad to see in recent numbers of the Circtnar, communica- 
tions on practical matters from members of the trade. Let us have 
more of them; they will do good. 

The subject of short credits is one in which we are all directly in- 
terested, and in respect to which it is especially desirable that there 
should be a full expression of opinion from all quarters. It is true, as 
one of your correspondents has said, that there are two parties to a bar- 
gain. Moreover, I, for one, believe that bargain only to be a good one 
which in the end benefits both parties. If, therefore, the proposed re- 
duction in credits is not calculated to benefit retailers, as well as pub- 
lishers, in the long run, let us give up any attempt to accomplish it, for 
it is sure to be, as it should be, unsuccessful. Having made up my own 
mind, however, very carefully and decidedly, that short credits are best 
for all concerned, I am glad to perceive that the majority of retailers 
and jobbers who have thus far spoken through your columns, and from 
whom I have heard otherwise, have come to the same conclusion. The 
main objection made to the movement from any source is that it is im- 
practicable ; that the Resolutions will not be adhered to. Competition, 
it is said, will do its work, and desirable customers will still be able to 
buy on six months. In respect to other branches of trade, I am willing 
to concede that this reasoning would be good. In the book-trade, how- 
ever, there are certain peculiarities which render the reform practicable. 
Asa general thing each publisher absolutely controls ‘the books he pub- 
lishes; they cannot be furnished from any other source. He may 
therefore fix the term of credit as he pleases, secure that the particular 
merchandise he furnishes cannot be obtained elsewhere on better terms, 
In other branches of trade no such monopolies exist, and there are, con- 
sequently, no such facilities for regulating credit. 

Suppose, for instance, that three only of the leading School Book 
publishers, whom we will term A, B, and ©, adhere to the Resolutions 
adopted, other publishers selling, as formerly, on six months. These 
other publishers will supply the Trade, not only with their own publica- 
tions, but also with nearly all those of A, B, and C; for buyers will un- 
doubtedly go where they can get longest time. When the quarterly 
settlements between publishers, provided for in the Resolutions, take 
place, the other publishers will find they are paying A, B, and Q, in 
about four months, on the average, for the books they are "selling on six 
months! Every one knows this w ‘ll not last long. Publishers sell each 
other’s books with little or no profit, and they will not be willing, i in 
addition to this, to buy on four months, and sell on six. “ But,” says 
one, * other publishers will refuse to sell the publications of A, B, and QO.” 
They will do no such thing. Publishers do not sell each other’s books 
from choice, but from necessity. Lut, suppose they should refuse to 
sell them; the simple result would be that the trade would go to A, B, 
and ©, for their own publications, buying them on four months’ credit, 
and obtaining their other stock of those who sold on six months. Under 
this state of things, when a failure occurred, A, B, and C would be 
likely to have received their pay, the notes taken being shorter, while 
the six months’ dealers would get the whole benefit of the loss, This 
might suit A, B, and C very well, but would not be so-agreeable to the 
others. Indeed, it seems to me that if a few leading honses adhere to 
the Resolutions, the other members of tle Trade will come into them in 
self-defence. 

In the case of country merchants (dealers in merchandise generally, 
as well as in books) who usually buy their entire bill of books at one 
place, the six months men can, still less, refuse to supply the publica- 
tions of A, B, and C. If they attempt to do so they will lose their 
trade. These merchants have their lists made out before they leave 
home, and in school books the jobber cannot, in one case in a hundred, 
induce them to substitute any other book for one on their list. These 
are the books used in the schools they supply, an¢ these they must and 
will have. I know very well that some jobbers talk very confidently 
about selling such books as they choose to, but I have had ‘some experi- 
ence and much observation in this matter, and know that they must 
supply the books that are called for, or lose their business. 

This cry that the present movement is impracticable; that other 
publishers will not sell the books of those who require quarterly settle- 
ments of exchange accounts, reminds me of a similar cry raised some 
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ears since at the commenfement of a reform which has, nevertheless, 

een entirely successful. It was formerly the custom among publishers 
to have open exchange accounts with each other, the balances of which 
were carried forward from year to year, and never settled in the ordi- 
nary course of business. The evils of this system were numerous. In 
order to decrease balances'due them, publishers sold each other's books 
at reduced prices; the effect being a general reduction, unsettled prices, 
and a perpetual raising of what were termed “Trade prices,” until 
“ fifty per cent. off” was a current discount. These Trade prices were 
originally and properly the prices to the trade. Under the open exchange 
system, one publisher, in order to reduce exchange balances due hii, 
would offer books of other publishers at ten per cent. off. The effect 
would very soon be areduction by every one to ten per cent. off. As, 
however, prices had before been as low as the books could be afforded, 
this reduction must be made up in some way. This was accomplished 
by raising Trade prices ten per cent. Then came offers to sell at 
twenty per cent. discount, leading to another raise of ten per cent. in 
Trade prices. Thus a constant struggle was going on among publishers 
as to who should get his Trade prices highest, and consequently be able 
to sell at the greatest discount. With all their efforts, some publishers 
were still unable, under this system, to prevent having many thousands 
of dollars always owing to them in exchange balances. This was the 
state of things about seven years since, when one or two School-Book 
publishers announced their intention of thenceforth requiring semi-an- 
nual settlements, and payment of balances, of all exchange accounts. A 
very much greater outery was raised against the measure then proposed 
than has been against the reform now commenced. Other publishers 
and jobbers declared such a measure calculated to ruin the trade; it was 
upsetting the whole existing order of things, and doing away with one 
of the very foundation stones of the business. They protested that they 
would not sell the books of those who required cash settlements, end 
predicted that the result would be, their books would be thrown out of 
use. I well remember how earnest and general was the opposition to 
cash settlements of exchange balances. The measure was persevered in, 
nevertheless, by those who had started it, and such were found to be its 
advantages that very soon it became general. Now, it is the almost 
universal rule among the trade, and I doubt if any would be willing to 
go back to the old plan. 

Moreover, this very measure prepared the way for the shortening of 
credits now proposed. Under the old system it would probably have 
been impossible to effect a reduction to four months’ credit. Under the 
present system it is only necessary for a few houses to require quarterly 
settlements, as provided for in the Resolutions, and, in my opinion, the 
thing is done. The guarantee that it will be carried out, for which one 
of your correspondents asks, is to be found in these quarterly settlements 
among publishers, of which he seems entirely to have lost sight. 

The change proposed is, after all, not a very great one. It is but 
diminishing the term of credit one third, whereas the time consumed in 

communicating, and transporting freight from one part of the country to 
another, has been shortened at least one half, on an average, within a 
few years. Then it required months or weeks for the Western merchant 
to get his goods; now, only weeks or days are consumed. Steam and 
electricity have worked wonders, so that, for the purpeses of business, 
four months are, perhaps, a longer period now, than six months were in 
former times. 

A few words as to the advantage to retailers of the four months’ 
plan. 

The rocks to be most carefully avoided by retailers and jobbers, and 
those on which most of them who have tailed were wrecked, are: 

1. The giving too much credit. In this I include giving too long 
credit to responsible parties, as well as giving credit to those who are 
not responsible. 

2. The too great accumulation of stock, much of which becomes 
unsalable. 

I appeal to the Trade if these are not the chief sources of their 
troubles? It is unnecessary to enlarge upon them, for they will, I am 
confident, come home to the experience of all. Now the reduction of 
credits from six to four months, will have a direct tendency to prevent 
the retailer from committing these mistakes. If his own credits are re- 
duced, he will be more careful in giving credit to (tiers. He will also 
be much more careful in ordering stock. 
tained more frequently. So long as the term of credit remains as it has 
been, it is much more difficult for any perticular bookseller, however 
much he may be so disposed, to effect a reform in these points, for com- 
petition will prevent. He must be as liberal as his neighbors in the 
trade are, in credits; his stock must be ax large and attractive as theirs. 
The tendency of the proposed reduction of credits will be to compel all

1o these reforms, whether they appreciate their advantages or not. 
Publishers are, necessarily, directly interested in the prosperity of 
retailers. The success of the former depoiuds greatly upon that of the 


latter, and retailers may rest assured that publishers will not, knowingly, 
adopt any measure which is calculated to injure them. 
prevent it.

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But Iam making my communication too long. I 
say a word as to one other point 

One of your correspondents asks why buyers should be expected to 
pay exchange on New York. Simply because the coods are sold here 
and the prices fixed with reference to their value here. So far as the 
principle of the thing is concerned, the purchaser might as well claim 
the privilege of paying for his goods at Japan, or the North Pole, as at 
any other point than New York. If the publisher must allow for ex. 
change in fixing his prices, he must vary them according to the residenee 
of the purchaser; or, if he must make a general average, the buyer resid. 
ing in this State, or vicinity, will pay more for his books than he should 
do, in order to make up for the loss in exchange on those sold to more 
distant puints. The publisher might as reasonably be asked to pay 
freight on the goods he sells, as exchange on the notes he takes for 
them. M.

Messrs. Eds.—I have read the proceedings of the “ Coalition,” on the 
subject of shortening the credits of retail dealers—and while disagreeing 
with the proposition, believing as Ido that it has been brought about 
hastily, and at atime when sober second thought is put aside, by the 
unrelenting * due 17th, 20th,” which meets the eye of those giant book- 
sellers—who, after luxuriating in palatial residences in the Fitth avenue, 
or enjoying the pleasures of a country seat on the Hudson, have come to 
realize that they too must eventually bring up somewhere. I enter no 
formal protest, as I have long since realized the fact that in all business 
matters the South pays tribute to the North, and it would avail nothing 
for a local dealer in New York and Boston books to remonstrate—but * 
let us see, what has brought about this sudden change? Have the Pub- 
lishers lost money by the six months’ trade? we should say not—judging 
from the statements of assets to the extent of hundreds of thousands 
which are blazed forth in deeds of assignment, we should say not—by 
the princely establishments on the avenue or up the Hudson—we should 
say not—by the regal stores built on $100,000 dollar lots, with marble 
sides and costly furnishings. Messrs. Eds., publishers have made money 
out of their legitimate business, but they have lost money by their 
friends in Wall-street, and by irresponsible correspondents in the Northe 
West, who like themselves invest in choice lots, ete. That publishers 
have made money with their southern trade—Messrs. Eds., cannot be 
denied, from the tact that a preference is shown to them. Letter after 
letter can be produced written within the last 60 days, the burden of 
whose story is: “ Owing to the financial difficulties of the times, and the 
almost total suspension of payment by our western and north-western cus- 
tomers, we are compelled to ask from you notes in settlement at as short 
a time as convenient, as we rely altogether on our Southern friends to 
assist us.” This is not all; it not unfrequently happens that the most ex- 
acting terms are thrust upon the city trade in the shape of 5 and 10 day 
drafts, frequently if uot always accorapanied with urgent appeals to their 
sympathy. But enough of this. In your last issue (5th,) I find a letter 
from a “ western bookseller,” of the authenticity of which I have my 
doubts. The chap goes through the motions of an indignant bookseller 
very well at the beginning, but ends it so much in the spirit of the 
*eoalition ” as to make me think, if it were not possible for it to have 
been written by one of the committee. This letter ends with the asser- 
tion that four months is just the thing—that sixty days would be better, 
ete. I doubt not his correctness in judgment for the West, bat the 
South is to be differently considered—tor the first has proved, that six 
mouths’ credits are inducements for rascality—the last: Come up to the 
captain’s office and settle, if exchange is at 7 per cent., and the banks 
caved in. What we would suggest is this: apply the remedy, whiere it is 
most required—do not make war upon the unoffending South, for the 
shortcoming of the Great West, and so long as six months’ paper is paid at 
maturity—stick to that trade—keep out cf Wall-street—live piainly— 
give up the villa, and my word for it you will be thought more of in

To the Editor of the Publishers’ Cireular. 


Dear Sir:—The series of resolutions recently passed by the few of the 
book trade in New York, looks to the country dealers very much as the 
goose did to the Indian. That is, the New York dealers prefer to take 
the turkey at all events, and compel the gentlemen from the rural dis- 
tricts to accept of the goose. 

The propriety of short credits no one can doubt, but when the credits 
are reduced two months, and notes payable in New York, the advantage 
to the wholesale dealer is obviouly some five per cent., for which no 
equivalent is offered. 

It certainly costs ne more to manufacture now than it has hereto- 
fore, in fact books can be made ten per cent. cheaper. Then whi not 
offer liberal terms to the trade? Certainly the discounts should be larger. 
The one-quarter off discount should be made thirty per cent. ; the one 
third discount, forty per cent. In which case there would be an equiv- 


alent offered, and some excuse for the plan recently adopted.

AnrrameticAL Starr.—It has been considered until very lately that the 
wooden frame of a common slate could be made to serve no other purpose 
than that of keeping the slate itself from being broken, If it accomplished 
even this while the owner was cyphering out an education, it was considered 
as having done the State some service. But modern ingenuity has imposed 
an additional duty on the frame, An inventor has copyrighted what he calls 
the “arithmetical slate.” His invention consists in increasing the width of 
the frame to an inch and a half, and pasting thereon a neatly-printed slip, 
which extends all round and on both sides of the frame, on which appears in 
tolerably large type all the principal tables of the arithmetic. The buantity 
of information which the frame is thus made to bring directly and constantly 
under the eye of the learner is surprisingly great. There is, first and most 
important, the multiplication table, table of fractions, all the different tables 
of measures, Federal and English money, interest, compound interest, per 
cent, discount, per value, and various other leading lessons in knowledge 
which every pupil should have indelibly impressed upon his memory. All 
these lessons, from their position on the frame, are constantly before the 
learner. He cannot escape fromthem. Turn in which direction he may, his 
eye inevitably comes back to them a hundred timesa day. It is impossible 
that a boy could not thoroughly learn a series of lessons thus pertinacious- 
ly set before him. The whole is very effectually protected from wear and 
tear by a transparent varnish of great harduess and durability—New York 
Tribune. 


Thirteen thousand five hundred copies of the first part of Mr. Thackeray’s 
“Virginians” were sold the first day of publication in England. 


The eclebrated Abbé Tue has just communicated to the Univers the pre- 
face of his forthcoming third volume of “ Christianity in China.” The drift 
is to denounce the whole system of toleration for Buddhism and Mohammed- 
anism. He is for sweeping away the last vestiges of superstition, and grap- 
pling with those enervated Asiaties so as to end the matter in a summary 
style. Here is a paragraph : 

“What is the use of asking who was in the wrong, the Commodore of 
England or the Chinese Viceroy? Who eares whether the Sepoys had a 
greased cartridge grievance or the Company was in fault A sad muddle 
allthis! The fact is, we are opening the preliminaries of a giant struggle 
between Europe and Asia—an encounter which Divine Wisdom has long 
foretold, and now contemplates in stern reality. It was written in Genesis 
ix. 27,‘ That God shall enlarge Japhet, aud he shall dwell in the tents of 
Shem.’” 


The edition of Béranger’s last songs has just appeared in Paris, The num 
ber of them,ninety-four, is small considering that twenty-seven years have been 
spent in producing them, But Béranger was never a fluent writer. In his 
best days he said to a young man, who was boasting of his facility in versiti 
cation, and asserted that he could write a new poem every day: “ A poem 
every day? ‘Truly,I wonder at you, As for me, I must confess that I have 
never produced more than twelve in a year.” It is rumored in some cireles 
that possibly a number of songs of a political tendency have been kept from 
publication by goverment infiuence. 


Guizot has received from his French publishers the sum of 20,000 franes 
for his Memoirs. A separate edition is to be published by Brockhaus, of 
Leipsie. Another work is expected from the same author, with the title 
“Trois rois, trois si¢cles et trois peuples.” 

The French government is about to command a change in the wording of 
the Catholic mass. Until now prayers have been said for the king and the 
members of the royal family, no mention having been made of the emperor or 
his household. Up to this time, therefore, the existing government has never 
been recognized by the French church. It is a curious fact that this omis- 
sion should have been overluoked so long. 














A Vienna paper says that a new stamp act has just been passed which 
will prove very oppressive to Austrian journals, Every paper that leaves 
Vienna will have to pay about $2 for postage, and $2 or $3 for government 
stamps per annum. ‘The tax on insertions, formerly amounting to from one 
to five thousand dollars, has also been nearly doubled. The government 
journals are almost entirely exempt from this taxation, and the effect will be 
a great repression of independent journalism. 


The effects of the concordat in Austria are manifested in divers and curi 
ous ways. At the command of the archbishop an educational establishment 
in Vienna dismissed a dancing teacher and a musician, professing the Protes- 
tant faith, for fear that Protestant dances and heretical musie might injure 
the morals of the pupils and impair their hopes of salvation! Moreover, a 
wine-dealer was obliged to remove his sign, which represented the wonder 
how a man entered the wine cellar lame and came out with sound limbs but 
an unsteady head. In this the spiritual authorities detected a satire on the 
belief in miracles, and at their request the police removed the sign. 


A Lirerary Ciencyman.—The Dundee Courier says that a clergyman in a 
country parish not many miles from Dundee had oceasion the other Sabbath 
to illustrate a point in his sermon by an allusion to the poet Cowper, which 
he did after this fashion: “In illustration of whatI have been saying, my 
brethren, I may mention the amiable and Christian Poet Cowper, with whose 
beautiful poems of ‘ Paradise Lost’ and ‘ Paradise Regained,’ you must all be 
familiar.” 


Tur Everisn Optom Eater.—Late letters from one of the members of De 
Quincey’s family, speak of the great writer as being in perfect health, and 
seemingly a much younger man than he appeared forty years ago. He is at 
present residing in Edinburg, on a visit. He has two sons in the army, one 
daughter married to an officer in India, another married to a gentleman in 
Ireland, and the third and youngest, is the housekeeper at the cottage at 
Lapwade. The “old man eloquent” is now between seventy and eighty, and 
still uses opium as in former days.—Boston Transcript. 


From the Litcrary Gazette, 

It is gratifying to find that some literary relics of much interest are to be 
preserved in places where they will be accessible to public inspection, The 
“Punch Bowl” of Robert Burns, and a book containing a number of manu- 
seript remains of the poet, have been bequeathed by the late Archibald 
Hastie, Esq., M.P. for Baisley, to the British Museum. The rooms of Dr. 
Johnson in the Temple, which were threatened with demolition during the 
alterations going on in that classic locality, are to be reconstructed in one of 
the Courts of the Crystal Palace at Sydenham, all the timbers and movable 
materials having been purchased and preserved with pious care for this pur- 
pose. Imagination will thus be helped to associate the old haunt with the 
images of Goldsmith, and Burke, and Boswell, and Langton, and the others 
who surrounded Johnson at that period of his life. 


The Chevalier Bunsen has been raised to the rank of a noble by order of 
the Prince of Prussia. 


A number of literary men of Paris, chiefly contributors tothe lighter class 
of periodicals, have had a strange idea,—that of founding a “Society for the 
Amelioration of French Wit.” Wit, they say, has of late years been man- 
ifestly on the decline, and if something energetic be net done to save it, it is 
menaced with complete extinction. Now, as in these days all great enter- 
prises are accomplished by means of Societies, they think a Society the best 
means possible of resuscitating wit. They have, however, thus far not been 
able to chalk out any other line of action for their Society, than that its 
members shall dine together in sumptuous style at least once a month,—and 
shall at the dinner be, under pain of censure and even of fine, extremely 
witty. ’ 

The last number of the work on the ancient ecclesiastical monuments in 
Austria, entitled ‘“ Osterreiches Kirchliche Kunst Denkmale der Vorzeit,” by 
Springer and Waldheim, has just uppeared. It treats of the antiquities of 
Friesach, a town in Carinthia, formerly of great importance, but now sunk 
into insignificance. Friesach has shared the fate of many Austrian towns, in 
being entirely unknown, except by meagre notices in handbooks. We now 
find, from the monuments it possesses, that it must have played a considera- 
ble part in the wars carried on during the middle ages between the Dukes 
of Carinthia and the ecclesiastical potentates of Salzburg—between Rudolph 
of Hapsburg and Ottecar of Bohemia, as well as in the Hungarian and Turk- 
ish wars. The ruins of four castles, on heights near the town, exist, as well 
as traces of fortifications around the city. The werk contains colored lith- 
ographs of the nave, windows, and monuments of the collegiate church of 
Saint Bartholomew, the interior of a tower in the fortress of Peterberg, 
priests’ vestinents out of the church belonging to the castle, and many beauti- 
ful woodcuts of ornaments and ground-plans, An explanatory text is added 
by Dr. Heinrich Hermann. 


The celebrated collection of coins, medals, guild pennies, and tokens of all 
kinds, the property of the Brothers Miiller, booksellers of Herzogenbusch (at 
present the largest in quantity, and by far the most valuable in quality in 
Holland,) is in a few days to be sold by auction in Brussels. The catalogue 
contains seven thousand four hundred and fifty-one lots, not reckoning an 
extensive collection of gold, silver, and bronze Roman and Greek coins, and 
cameos cut in stone. There are two thousand six hundred and ninety-six 


medals and tokens, embracing a period from the year 500 to 1855, prinei- 
pally Dutch, and interesting and valuable from their historical associations 
and connexion, 
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A Danish translation and adaptation of the celebrated German Brockhaus 
Conversazion’s Lexicon is now being published in Copenhagen, and at the 
same time a new work, entitled the Northern Conversazion’s Lexika, which 
contains papers by the best Danish authors of the day on Mythology, His- 
tory, and Geography. 


Phe “ Federal” newspaper of Switzerland gives in a recent number the 
names of the successful prize-holders at the recent literary exhibition. Gen- 
eral Dufour has gained a gold medal for his Topographical Atlas of Switzer- 
land, Silver medals have been awarded to Dr. Bluntshli, of Munich, for his 
great juristical work on Switzerland;” to Herr J. J. Hottinger, of Zurich, 
for a continuation of Miiller’s “ History of Switzerland,” a work of great labor 
and research; to Agassiz, of Leuenburgh, for his zoological labors: and a 
bronze medal to Herr Von Tehudi, for his very popular and interesting book 
ealled “ Animal Life in the Alpine World.” 


In Chambery a new work has just been brought out, with the title of 
“Eugene Sue, photographié par lui-méme” There are in it upwards of two 
hundred letters from contemporary literary characters, and other celebrities, 


both French and foreign.
